self-respect. But the success of the undertaking 
seemed to be implied quite as much in the fact that 
there was urgently needed a weighty addition to 
the higher magazine literature of the country, 
which, creditable as it may well be claimed to be 
in view of the material interests which have neces- 
sarily absorbed our energies, appears insignificant 
in comparison with the almost redundant wealth of 
periodical literature in Europe. It was eminently | 
fitting and graceful that a house with comparatively 
unbounded resources should respond to so noble a 
stimulus; and, in the issue of this magazine, the | 
dictates of policy, of interest, and of duty seemed | 
to coincide. 

While this magazine lacks none of the features | 
of a high-toned journal, it is broadly American in | 
its aim. We use this expression in no narrow or | 
illiberal sense. It is quite unnecessary to under- | 
estimate the culture, the refinement, and the intel- 
lectual precedency of Europe in order that we may 
claim to work, to a certain extent, in grooves of our 
own, mainly created by our social, political, and geo- 
graphical necessities. We have our own wants, | 
our own tastes, our own habits, our own mental | 
associations ; and approximate success in the de- | 
velopment of a literature in harmony with these | 
conditions is in itself not discreditable. 

The magazine is eminently readable. Open its 
pages wherever you will, you are almost sure of 
entertainment. It hits, most happily, the golden 
mean between the dry precision of the pedant, and 
the levity and flippancy so characteristic of mere 
mediocrity.

OsrrvcaRY.—NatHan Lawrence Liypstey, LL.D. 
Died, at his residence, Greenwood, Tennessee, on 
Saturday morning, 10th October, 1868, after a severe 
and protracted illness, Dr. N. Lawrence Lindsley, in 
the 53d year of his age. Dr. L. was the worthy 
son of Philip Lindsley, for many years President 
of the Nashville University, and leaves a name of 
equal celebrity among the scholars of the United 
States. He possessed superior advantages of edu- 
cation from early childhood, and well he improved 
the facilities offered. He was, in the truest sense of 
the words, a thorough scholar. In whatever de- 
partment of literature he pursued his studies, he 
endeavored to explore the whole ground. He was 
eminently successful as an educator. He gathered 
about him a large and select library. Possessed of 
an ample estate, he was enabled to apply his hours 
to the pursuit of knowledge. He was not only 
master of several dead and modern languages, 
but he was an excellent belles-lettres scholar. In 
matters of philology, Dr. Lindsley had justly earned 
a national reputation, and he stood without a rival 
in his native State. He was the intimate friend of 
Dr. Worcester, whose splendid lexicon he helped 
to enrich by new words, classical names, &c. His 
labors were modestly given, and highly appreciated 
by the distinguished author, who has himself 
joined the lists of eternity. Dr. L. had projected 
a great work in the department of Lezicography. 
He had entitled it “An Encyclolexicon of the Eng- 
lish Language.’’ The plan had been submitted 


to Dr. Worcester, Edward Everett, Dr. Sprague, | 
Lieut. Maury, and others of equal distinction, and | 


was heartily endorsed and approved. Those who 
knew his accuracy, his critical abilities, and his 
erudition are prepared to feel something of the loss 
to literature in the suspension of this work by the 
death of Dr. Lindsley.

Professor Cooley has sought to include in this | 
volume no more than can be mastered by average | 
classes in the time usually given to the study. 
He has omitted what is merely novel or amusing, 
and substituted modern theories for‘some of the old 
ones which have kept their place so long in this 
class of works. The order pursued in developing | 
the subject is logical and systematic, and the style | 
is plain and perspicuous. | 
The Human Intellect, with an Introduction upon | 
*sychology and the Soul. By Noah Porter, D.D. | 
pp. xxvil., 673. New York: Charles Seribner | 
& Co. 
We have here certainly the most elaborate | 
volume in its department that has recently ap- 
peared in this couuvtry. It is dedicated to Dr. 
Trendelenburg, of Berlin, and is, indeed, worthy of 
the attention of that learned professor. Dr. Porter 
has sought to do what would seem antecedently 
to be impossible—that is, to prepare a work both 
as a text-book for colleges and higher schools, 
and also a manual for more advanced students of 
psychology and speculative philosophy. Both pur- 
poses are, however, accomplished to a great extent, 
using type of two sizes, and printing the more im- 
portant definitions, propositions, and arguments in 
the larger size, while explanatory and illustrative 
matter is printed in the smaller type. A still 
smaller size of type is used for most of the histori- 
cal, critical, and controversial matter, This ar- 
rangement allows a use of the book, according to 
the extent or thoroughness with which it is in- 
tended by the reader or student to pursue the sub- 
ject. The contents consist of an introduction on 
Psychology and the Soul. We then have a chap-

Knowledge, Intuition and Intuitive Knowledge, 
Causation, Final Cause, Substance and Attribute, 
the Conditioned and the Absolute, are discussed 
elaborately and in detail. The entire work is one
